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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment presented in communication filed November 13, 2003 as Paper No. 10 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wyne. 

Wyne shows a hopper (induction unit) for use with an agricultural sprayer wherein the 
dispensing is controlled by a foot lever (see abstract). Wyne also discloses that upon 
disengagement of the actuating switch the dispensing (emptying) is stopped, see column 2, lines 
57-61. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 



4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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1 . Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Foreign Patent No. 
FR 2714572 in view of Wyne. 

The foreign patent shows an induction unit which is emptied by means of a drain valve 
driven by a hand grip as described by the applicant in the "Discussion of the Background" 
section on page 2 of the specification. The foreign patent does not disclose the drain valve being 
acted on by a lower limb of the user. Wyne discloses another dispensing device having an 
actuating switch that is actuated by hand or can be activated by a foot lever for convenience. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have replaced the hand grip on the Foreign Patent with a foot operated lever so as to be 
conveniently operated by the user as taught by Wyne, in column 5, lines 1 5-20, so as to save 
time since the user will not have to bend or stoop to operate the valve and the dispensing will 
instantly stop upon disengagement of the actuating switch (Wyne column 2, lines 55-61). Thus 
the user may operate and monitor the system more easily. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection.
